Dr. J Campbell Moore chief of 
the bureau of com municable diseases 
today issued a warning to supposed­ 
ly expert swimmers 
The experi­ 
enced 
swimmer according 
to 
the 
statem ent runs almost as great 
a 
hazard from drowning as does the 
inexperienced one 
“Too m uch em phasis can not be 
placed upon the necessity of exer­ 
cising care when swimming in water 
over o n es depth,” said Dr. C am p­ 
bell today. 
“Our records indicate that num er­ 
ous drownings occurring at seashore 
and lake resorts take place among 
th a t class of 
swimmers who style 
themselves as experts. 
Overestimate 
“From a misguided estim ate of 
their own prowess and from a desire 
spectacularly to exhibit it 
many 
excellent 
swimmers 
take 
long 
chances by attem pting to negotiate 
great distances and sometimes dis­ 
astrously fail in the effort 
"No swimmer, no m atter how good 
he thinks 
he 
is,” continued 
Dr. 
Campbell, “should attem pt to nego­ 
tiate any appreciable distance w ith­ 
out being accompanied by a canoe 
boat or motor launch 
Nature, espe­ 
cially in chilly or cold water often 
backfires in the form of cramps 
which renders helpless the victim 
resulting in drowning 
Backs Broken 
"Needfess to rem ark, those who 
art* not able to swim should never 
venture beyond their 
depth unless 
accom panied 
by a good swimmer 
nor should they indulge 
in this 
sport in territory the bottom OI 
which they are not entirely fam iliar 
with 
'’Finally, m any necks and backs 
have been broken bv the unw ar­ 
ranted supposition that the depth ol
